PEKING, March 12.—Presideht Yuan Shih 
Kai is a prisoner in hie own palace and the 
fate of the great republic of China still hangs 
In the balance. 

Three regiments of Manchu troops guard 
the éntrances to the palace, where the newly 
installed head of the nation remains, afraid 
to venture forth because of the danger of 
astassination. 

Foreigners are virtual prisoners in the lega- 
tion compounds. The outcome is impossible 
to forecast tonight, but the final test must 
come before many days. 

The streets of the city are full of headiess 
bodies and the danger of plague is grave. 
The bodies are those of men punished for 
looting during the recent rioting, and it is de-

Soldiers Are Neal Looters. 

While these helpless. victims were being 
decapitated by the headsmen—soldiers, with 
their swords—real thieves, all garbed in uni- 
form and many bearing on their collars in- 
signia showing that they were officers of 
the imperial army, were carrying out of the 
city thousands of wagon loads of the most 
valuable leet. Gold, silver, silk, end other 
treasures taken from the houses looted d 
been stored in safe places. 

And the majority of rioters are back with 
the armv defiantly waiting fer the signe 
to turn again to looting and murder. The 
old style troops with their picturesque uni- 
terms and equipment have been banished 
They were ordered to Tung Ho after they had 
tern from the walls of the city the flags of 
the great republic raised in honor of the 
inauguration of the new president. They are 
bitter against the republic and the repub- 
lican leaders. 


Yuan Fears to Disarm Men. 

But Yuan does not dare to disarm them. 
He does not know what minute he may he 
called on to summon them to the aid of hig 
Manchu treops and the loyal forces of the 
Third division who stand between him and 
another uprising. 

The legation quarter is closed and carefully 
guarded. Cannon and rapid firing guns have 
been mounted where they can sweep the ap- 
proach to the gates. Picked gun crews ere 
on duty night and day. 

If trouble comes it will find the foreigners 
ready to defend themselves. 


Panic Reigns in Canton. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO rann. 
HONGKONG, March 12.—The latest news 


from Canton indicates a gerious state of 
affairs. Fighting has been going on for 
several days, and one hundred persons have 
been killed and 2%) wounded. Luk, the 
brigand chief, is one of the leaders in the 
rising. A great body of soldiers has re- 
fused to disarm and has taken possession 
of the admiralty, where the rebels have 
plenty of ammunition and two fleld guns.

Charges that $600 was paid to allow a south 
side theater to be built in violation of the 
eit ordinances will he sifted today by the 
city civil service commission which is inves 
tigating graft in the city building depart- 
ment. 

Daniel E. Mulvey, a contractor, has made 
affidavit that the Indiana theater, at 217 Last 
Forty-third street, shows no lees than a 
dozen violations of the building ordinances, 
including old brick walls which had been 
condemned before the building, which had 
been used as a livery stable, was remodeled 
for the theater. Edward Kelling, a building 
inspector in the office of Commissioner Eries- 
son, {6 Involved in the charges. 

Mulvey asserts that he first made com- 
plaint to Commissioner Ericsson last No- 
vember, but that no attention has heen paid 
to the charges. His story has been under 
investigation by the efficiency division of the 
civil service commission, and Mulvey wilt! 
appear teday for further examination. 


Council Allows One Change. 

Commissioner Ericsson said last night he 
had been unable to get any detailed story 
frém the contractor and that a personal ex- 
amination of the thester had satisfied the 
commissioner the building was safe. He 
said there were some minor violations, but 
that a council order had been passed to 
allow them, so that he was powerless to 
order changes. He said that Mutvey had. 
quarreled with E. Bloomer, another con- 
tractor, who built the theater.

An epidemic of diphtheria at the county 


hospital has been averted by the isolation 


of seVen nurses and one interne who were 
found to be carriers. A number of the 
nurses became ill with the disease & few 
days ago. Thoat cultures were then taken 
of the 350 nurses and internes at the in- 
stitution. It was found that eight of them 
were ¢arriers who while not sufféring frém 
diphtheria could transmit it to others. 

Fifteen of the nurses are new fh the con- 
tagious hospital as patients. Meven others 
are ill in the Illifiois Training School for 
Nurses, which has 4 contract for furtish- 
ing all the nurses for the hospital. 

The illness of twenty-six nurses has been 
followed by assertions by several of them 
that they are overworked and are on duty 
longer than the ten hours prescribed by law. 
They also claim that the management of the 
hospital is poor and that working conditions 
are distracting. . 

These statements are denied by Mre. E. M. 
Simpson, superintendent of the training 
school. 

Henry Batley, warden of the hospital, was 
not in his offic® yesterday afte:noon. Dr. 
Daniel P. Tetey, his assistant, asserted that 
overcrowding was responsible for condi-- 


tions.

There will be 172 nominations for the IIll- 
mois house of representatives made by the 
Republicans and Democrats for the 153 places 
which are to be filled at the November elec- 
tion, as is indi ated by the certificates of 
the senatorial committees.

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| Moseley Hopes to Make Good to 
Collect What Baseball Owes Him.

New Orleans, La, March 12.—[Special.}]— 
One of Frank Chance's pitching recruits has 
more than the usual incentive to spur him 
toward the door marked making good.” 
That is Earl Victor Moseley, the young spit- 
ball artist obtained last fall from the Youngs- 
town team. of the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
league. 

Moseley has em pitching in organized 
baseball only a season and a half, and he 
has to make good for at least another year, 
he figures, before he can get back the money 
he has put into the game as an amateur. 

Twenty-four years ago Moseley was born in 
a small place named Middleburg, Noble coun- 
ty, O. Two years later his parents moved to 
Dexter City, in the same state, and he lived 
there until he was 2. years_old, since when 
he has made his home in Alliance, O. Until 
he was a score years old. therefore, those 
who are familiar with Ohio topography will 
realize Moseley had few of the opportunities 
to play ball that ordinarily fall to the lot of 
urchins in larger towns and cities. 

~~ 

Moseley always pitched whenever he could 
get the chance. That was not oftener than 
two games a month as a rule, and in order 
to get that amount of experience on the slab 
he had to organize his own amateur teams, 
and sometimes to equip them with the tools 
of the game. There were no inclosed ball 
parks available, and the games were played 
in open lots without admission. Sometimes 
when the hat was passed among the spec- 
tators enough coin would be raised to pay 
tor the balls used and the bats broken in 
the game. The players had to rustle for their 
own uniforms, and Moseley was chief sy ssa 


+ for his team. 


Frequently considerable of the cost of 
financing the team came out of his own 
pocket. One year in particular, by way of 
mustration. Moseley advanced money to buy 
uniforms for four players besides himself. 
Only one of the other three ever paid him 
for the uniform, and that was a year later. 
One of them died and was forgiven for for- 
getting the loan. So the Cub recruit figures 
that baseball owes him more money than he 
has got out of the game yet, but if ambition 
counts for anything he will be square with 
the game in a short time. 


— 
Moseley is not in baseball to collect what 
it owes him, however, but because he loves 


his devotion to it under such diMoulties as 
already have been described. In getting a 
chance with the Cubs. he has gone far in the 
short time he has been identified with the 
game professionally. 

His first real engagement was with the 
East Liverpool team of the O. and P. 
league on June 28. 1910-—-the exact date still 
is marked in red ink his. life’ 8 calendar. 
In August of the same year Moseley was 
loaned by East: Liverpool to the. Wheeling 
team of the Central league, and finished the 
season there, reverting to East Liverpool! in 
the fall. Last spring that franchise was sur- 
rendered by its backers. With several Bast 
Liverpool players, Moseley was transferred 
to the Youngstown club in the same league. 


—- 

While with Wheeling in 1910 and all last 
season at Youngstown Moseley was under 
the tutelage of Manager Bill Phillips, him- 
self a pitcher of some renown you know. 
From Phillips the Cub recruit says he learneg 
most of what he knows about pitching, aside 
from the rudiments of curve and control, 
which he acquired as an amateur. With a 
team that finished second last year he won 
twenty-one and lost nine games, ranking 
third among pitchers. 5 

Moseley learned to pitch a spitter quite 
early, and has made that bis chief stock in 
trade, but since Joining the Cubs he has 
shown that he has good spéed with which 
to mix the spitter, thereby enabling him to 
bluff the spit ball a lot: Bilt Phillips last 
year started Moseley working on a slow ball, 


too, and while he does not yet claim to have 1 


a highly deceptive change of pace, the 
youngster believes he will soon develop that 
throw to perfection. 

He has the correct idea firmly implanted 
in his brain that no pitcher can become a 
great pitcher without mastering fully the 
art of changing cag) 


Although not edc to the tall and 
rangy class of slabmen, Moseley has the 
physique to handle the spitter with ease and 
plenty of strength behind his speed. He has 
not turned loose the moist ball to any great 
extent here, but merely enough to convince 
the veteran batsmen of the team that he has 
a Bpitter which acts freakily. 7 

Moseley is of medium height and stockily 
built. He stands 5 feet 9 inches in gym 
attire and weighs 165 pounds in action. He

FEELS SURE OF AN INQUIRY. 


Approvals Received Con vines Man At- 
tack Is Popular.

Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special. ]— 


1 Representative Thomas Gallagher of Chi- 


cago predicted today that the baseball 
trust will) be smashed as a result of the 
investigation demanded in a resolution he 
introduced in the house yesterday. He is 
confident the inquiry will be ordered, and 
he says he has the evidence to convict the 
baseball body of violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

Persons who thought the rebolution a joke 
were disillusioned by the congressman, who 


asserted he never was more serious in, any under- 
taking: He displayed a bushel or so of telegrams 
from bell players and ball fans in all parts of the 
country commending him for taking the first step 
to expose the alleged iniquities of the National and 
American leagues and subsidiary organizations. 
Mr. Gallagher said that he has the backing of 
hundreds of players, Who have given him informa- 
tion concerning the operations of the trugt, 
and who will be witnesses in any investigation 
at may be ordered. He said that his resolution 
ould be considered by the rules committee as 
goon ae Chairman Henry returned to the capital. 
If the inquiry is erdered, players will be sub- 
enaed from all parts of the country. 

The public and the players are the victims of 
this baseball! trust, said Mr. Gallagher. The 
agteements between the two principal leagues and 
between them and the minor leagues constitute 4 
clear violation of the Sherman law. They are sub- 
ject. to the anti-trust act because they engage in 
interstate commerce when transporting their chat- 
tels, these purchased and enslaved players, from 
one state to another for the purpose of giving their 
exhibitions.

There have been mountain ranges alluded 
to by Amundsen and Shackleton, but they are 
not referred to as being possible accumula- 
tions of ice. If they were they would not 
meet the expectations of scientific thinkers, 
whe have counted on finding an ice cap from 
two to twelve miles thick at the pole and 
ghaded off to something like a quarter of a 
mile in thickness at a latitude of about 70 
degrees south. 
At this time the accumulation of water 
in the southern hemisphere would seem not 
far from its maximum, and correspondingly 
the depression of ocean surface in the north- 
em hemisphere would seem not far from its 
minimum.

Suit to Dissolve Combine of 
Pacifics Begun in Su- 
preme Court. 


APPELLATE BENCH HIT. 


Decision Attacked Because of 
Tribunal’s Ruling on Com- 
petition Question. 


Washington. D. C., March 12—The gov- 
ernment’s fight to split the merger of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific railway 
systems opened today in the Supreme court 
of the United States. 

Attorney General Wickersham and his spe- 
clal assistants, Frank B. Kellogg and Cor- 
denio A. Severance, filed a brief of their 
argument to be given orally in court shortly 
after April 1, when the legality of the merger 
will be presented for decision. 

A second brief of 600 pages was required to 
set forth the facts in the case. 

The court was told that the railway com- 
bination originated with Edward H. Harri- 
man, Jacob H. Schiff, and associates. 


What It Brought Under Control. 

It brought under a common control, the 
government stated, the Union Pacide, the 
Southern Pacific, the San Pedro, Los An- 
geles and Salt Lake, with various ocean 
steamship lines, among which was the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship company, which forms 
a part of the Panama route from New York 
to San Francisco; and in addition has se- 
cured an influential voice in the manage- 
ment of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railway company. 

The government criticised severely the Cir-- 
cuit Court of Appeals of the eighth circuit, 
which dismissed the petition for dissolution 
of the merger. Judge Hook alone dissented. 

The decision is attacked because the court 
held the Union Pacific could not be a com- 
petitor of the Southern Pacific by reason of 
the fact that its traffic moved to California 
points over the Southern Pacific from Ogden. 


Declares Trial Court Wrong. 


“Ig it possible, asked the brief, that. 


the Union Pacific with its thousands of miles 
of railway and steamship lines reaching 
from the Missouri river to Portland and San 
Francisco, has no appreciable effect on com- 
merce in its competition with another com- 
plete system reaching the same general ter- 
ritory?’’ 

The government declared the trial court 
was wrong in holding two railroads could 
not be competitors ‘unless the competitive 
business could be handled by them wholly 
over their own rails. 

Instead of there being no impairment of 
service, the government asserted that the 
merger had resulted in the gross increase of 
rates, the prevention of the construction of 
new lines into competitive territery, and a. 
** sensible deterioration " of service. 


MAY ASK PATENT REHEARING 
ON GROUND OF DIVIDED BENCH. 


Strong LikeHhood of Such Action, Says 
Wickersham—U. 8. Can Act Only 


Through Defeated Parties. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Attorney 
General Wickersham indicated today that 
there was a strong likelihood of a rehearing 
being asked of the Supreme court in the 
patent monopoly case decided yesterday 
by a divided bench, four to three. 

He said he had taken the matter up by letter 
with the parties at issue, asking if a rehear- 
ing was desired. 

The government, not being a party to the 
suit, can act only through the defeated par- 
ties. The rehearing would be asked on the 
ground that a full bench had not passed on 
the case. 

Several bills to curb the monopolizing power 
of patentees over unpatented articles used in 
operating patented machines began to show 
life today in congress. 

Some old bills were reyivified and new ones 
drafted in response to the appeal of Chief 
Justice White for congress to change the 
law which a majority of the court found gave 
patentees practically unrestricted privileges 
regarding the manner in which their patents 
may be used. 

E. B. Moore, commissioner of patents, has 
prepared a bill to amend the law so that pat- 
entees may not impose onerous conditions 
upon purchasers of their patented articles. 

Representative Littleton of New York, 
Democrat, announced that he would intro- 
duce a bill to meet the legalized monopoly 
decision handed down yesterday.
